DISCUSSION 

The above-identified application was filed on February 14, 2001 . At the time 
the invention disclosure was reviewed by the group charged with reviewing all such 
disclosures on behalf of assignee (which group includes the undersigned), a 
decision was made to file an application in the United States. Consideration was 
also given to corresponding foreign filings. It was determined that there was no 
present intention to file any foreign applications. Accordingly, a Nonpublication 
Request Under 35 USC § 1 22(b)(2)(B)(i),was filed contemporaneously with the 
present application.
